Laura Goldstein leads the pack 
of Andover’s presence at the 
upcoming Sports for Life benefit 
for Holy Family Hospital’s Cancer 
Management Center. 

Laura, 15, and a sophomore at 
Andover High, is honorary chair- 
person for the event, which is set 
for Sunday, May 21. It's a 5K walk 
and run and also includes a 20- 
mile bike ride. This is the 15th 
year for the popular event. Orga- 
nizers hope to raise about $250,000. 

Laura got involved because of 
her experience with cancer. Her 
mother, Janice, had breast cancer, 
which has been in remission since 
1994. 

Laura was just a %year-old 
when the diagnosis was made. She 
remembers those days of feeling 
afraid that her mother was going to 
die. 

Since then, she’s made a deci- 
sion to get involved with kids and 
cancer, focusing on helping chil- 
dren in situations similar to hers. 

Laura made news last year 
when she landed a $3,000 grant in 
a contest that challenged 100 
entrants to “make the world a bet- 
ter place.” She designed breast- 

areness, kits ‘for children 
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of patients at Boston hospitals. 
The kits included coloring books, 
crayons, candy, a journal and a 
personalized letter from Laura 
telling them to stay strong and 
reminding them “it’s all right to 
cry.” 

The American Cancer Society 
was so impressed with the kits 
that they recently awarded Laura 
a $30,000 grant to make some 2,000 
kits for distribution at three 
Boston hospitals. 

She is working with CLASS Inc. 
students, who will assemble the 
kits while John Morrissey of Amer- 
ican Foods will supply the candy. 
His wife died of ovarian cancer. 

In addition, Goldstein has been 
busy organizing a high-school team 
to participate in Sports for Life. 

Cancer is a subject close to 
home at Andover High. Principal 
Larry Robinson died of cancer last 
year. “I’m running in his memo- 
ry,” Laura said, adding that class- 
mates will be joining her. 

Also taking part is Robinson's 
widow, Vicki Simms, principal of 
Andover’s West Middle School. She 
will be walking alongside Robin- 
son’s mother, who is coming up

Friday. Photos taken that night that 
showed an up, happy Jeff, he said. Some- 
time between that night and Tuesday, a 
“dark cloud” must have taken over Jeff, 
Rev. Gill said. “Jeff suffered from dis- 
ease,” he added. 

As much as we are all aching and suf- 
fering from the death of a loving, wonder- 
fully talented young man, “the tempta- 
tion we must avoid,” said Rev. Gill, “is to 
make Jeff a hero. Jeff made a choice last 
Tuesday. 

“Too many young 
people are dying,” he 
said. 

And he urged the 
Phillips students at 
the service “to check 
your expectations. See 
if you're being too 
hard on yourselves. 
Be kind to your 
selves.” 

Rev. Gill said it’s 
OK to feel some anger 
that Jeff got sick and 
that we couldn't cure 
him and that He made 
the choice he made. 

Really, there’s just 
about no comfort we 
can offer in a death 
like Jeffs. Burying a 
17-year-old is crush- 
ing, especially when 
he is lovable and tal- 
ented and especially 
when you love his 
parents as much as 
we all have.

This Mother’s Day, some Andover moms will 
do more than have brunch. On Sunday, May 14, 
they'll join thousands of other women from 
across the country converging on the Mall in 
Washington, D.C. for the Million Mom March, an 
event aimed at convincing Congress “common- 
sense gun control” is necessary. 

Andover mother-of-three Lisa Williams will be 
making the trip along with some friends. “When I 
was a schoolgirl, I was worried about clothes and 
boys. I was never worried about my physical safe- 
ty. I don’t want kids to worry about that,” she 
says. “I was tired of feeling helpless each time 
another school shooting was reported by the 
media.” 

According to Donna Dees-Thomases, New Jer- 
sey mom and event organizer, 12 children die 
every day from gunshot wounds. “This is not 
about banning guns,” she says on her Web site. 
“The Million Mom March is about common-sense 
gun laws — specifically... laws requiring all gun

ing.” Dees-Thomases organized the 
event after seeing the shooting at 
the California Jewish day-care cen- 
ter on television last August. 
According to the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention and 
the National Center for Health, gun 
violence was second only to car 
accidents as the leading cause of 
death for people aged 15-24 in 1997. 
Talk show host Rosie O'Donnell 
will emcee Sunday’s event.

program includes speakers, includ- 
ing victims, Congresswoman Car- 
olyn McCarthy (D-NY), entertain- 
ment, inter-faith religious services 
and family activities. Organizers 
point out the significance of march- 
ing on Mother’s Day. 

“Mother’s Day began in 1872 as a 
tribute to mothers who lost sons 
during the Civil War,” explains 
Williams.

Force leadership to cut

Our present budget of $90 million 
has increased an alarming 30 percent 
since 1997. A $1 million cutback would 
be approximately. a 1-percent decrease, 
ie. every department would have to 
give back $1 for every $100 allotted to 
them in their operating budget. The 
prevailing attitude by our selectmen is 


is intended to, at the very least, ensure 
full and complete disclosure on the part 
of Nickel Hill and preserve our right to 
due process during this critical permit- 
ting stage.

LWV wants debt- 
exclusion ‘yes,’ too

To the voters of Andover: 

Tuesday, May 23 is the day the special 
election in Andover. We are being asked 
to decide on the funding for three projects 
already approved at Town Meeting: the 
new public safety center, the new elemen- 
tary and middie schools, and the side- 
walks in the neighborhood of the new 
schools. 

You can impact the future of Andover. 
Your vote makes a difference. Several 
recent elections were very close as were 
some of the Town Meeting votes. Democ- 
racy is participatory. Please take the time 
to vote. If you will be out of town, you can 
arrange for an absentee ballot by contact- 
ing the town clerk. 

In keeping with our voter-service mis- 
sion. the League of Women Voters would 
like to provide the following information 
about the consequences of a yes or no 
vote on the three questions before us. 
Since actual debt schedules are depen- 
dent upon interest rates and building 
schedules. tax and budget impact figures 
are estimates. 

Question 1, public safety center. This 
center was approved at last year’s Town 
Meeting and will be built. Our vote will 
determine how we pay for it. A yes vote 
agrees to the debt-exclusion method and 
means the town will collect taxes over 
and above the Proposition 2» levy limit 
that funds our regular operating budgets. 

A “yes” vote would raise our average 
annual taxes approximately $20 in 2001, 
rising to $78 in 2008 and then declining 
gradually for the life of the bond (proba- 
bly 20 years). 

A “yes” vote would follow in the tradi- 
tion of our other major recent building 
project the 1994 school program — 
which was funded with a debt exclusion. 

A “no” vote means the town cannot 
collect additional taxes but must fund the 
project from within the Proposition 2: 
levy limit. 

A “no” vote means approximately 
$980,000 in 2001 rising to over $1 million 
in 2002 until 2005 and then declining grad- 
ually for the life of the bond would have 
to be assigned from the annual operating 
budget to pay for the safety center.

Abandoned Baby May inspires bill 


Finegold offers safe-haven 
legislation for infants

Like most everyone else, 
Barry Finegold was alarmed 
after hearing on the news last 
week that a newborn girl — 
dubbed Baby May — was found 
abandoned in a hospital park- 
ing lot in Worcester. 

The baby girl, weighing 
seven pounds, 11 ounces, was 
found alive wrapped in a towel 
inside a grocery bag, placed 
near the rear tires of a parked 
car. 

The incident triggered an 
outpouring of requests from 
families looking to adopt Baby 
May. It also inspired Rep. Fine- 
gold, D-Andover, to do some- 
thing about the issue of aban- 
doned babies. 

“There are so many families 
who want to have children but 
can’t,” said Finegold in a tele- 
phone interview. According to 
Finegold, about 200 families 
have come forward to adopt 
Baby May since she was found 
last week. 

Late last week, Finegold, 
along with Rep. Harriette L. 
Chandler, D-Worcester, House 
Chair of the Joint Committee 
on Health Care, and members 
of the Lutheran Social Services 
and Children’s Friends, 
announced he was filing the 
“Baby May” Bill, named in 
honor of the baby abandoned in 
Worcester. Since then, he said, 
the bill has gotten a lot of posi- 
tive response from citizens. 

But his proposed bill has met 
with much opposition from 
other state legislators, who say 
such a bill essentially encour- 
ages mothers to drop off their 
newborn infant with no fear of 
prosecution. In addition, critics 
say, churches and shelters have 
always been there — and will 
continue to be there — for 
mothers who feel they have no 
choice but to abandon their 
babies. 

The safe-havens legislation is 
designed to provide an alterna- 
tive for women considering 
abandoning their babies, accord- 
ing to proponents. If passed, the 
bill will allow those mothers to 
take the baby to a designated 
“safe haven,” such as a fire sta- 
tion, police station or emergency 
room, where the parent can 
anonymously drop off the infant 
within 72 hours of birth. 

Because most women who 


abandon their babies have not 
received the proper prenatal 


care or medical care during | 


delivery, it’s important that a 
doctor tends to the baby as soon 
as possible, according to Fine- 
gold’s office. 

While the mother won't have 
to give her name at the safe 
site, she will be questioned on 
her medical history. However, 
she can decide whether or not 
to answer. In any event, she 
will still be able to leave the 
infant. 

The mother will be given an 
identification bracelet in case 
she decides to come back for 
her child within the legal time 
limit. That time limit has not 
yet been agreed upon, but could 


be between two and six months, | 


said Finegold. 

If the mother does come back 
to claim her baby, not only 
must she show the identifica- 
tion bracelet, she must also 
undergo DNA testing to posi- 
tively link her to the infant. 

A probate court judge will 
then have to rule whether 


reuniting the child with its | 


birth mother is in the baby’s 
best interests. 

After dropped off at a safe 
haven site, a baby will be taken 
to a hospital for a checkup to 
ensure his or her health. If 
signs of abuse are present, the 
mother, if found, could be pros- 
ecuted for abuse and/or aban- 
donment. 

The Department of Social 
Services (DSS) must take cus- 
tody of the infant within 24 
hours of being dropped off at 
the safe site. 

The baby will then be placed 
in a foster home. Families who 
have previously been approved 
to adopt will get preference. 
This way, if the infant is avail- 
able for adoption later on, he or 
she will already have had time 
to bond with the family, accord- 
ing to Finegold’s office. 

If the bill is passed, DSS will 
get the word out about safe 
havens by distributing infor- 
mative pamphlets at school 
clinics, reproductive clinics 
and youth centers. 

Massachusetts is not the 
first state to tackle this issue. 
Finegold says Texas was the 
first state to enact the legisla- 
tion, after 13 newborns were

“My sense is you really feel you 
have your feet under you,” said 
Selectman Mary French. “You real- 
ly feel you're on solid ground.” 

Earlier in the presentation, 
architect Henry Moss told select- 
men his plan for the site was also to 
keep it on solid ground.

programs. This restriction will be particular- 
ly challenging when addressing the addition- 
al staffing and operating needs for the new 
schools, if passed, of approximately $1 million 
starting in 2003. 

Question 2, new elementary and middle 
schools. Although this project was passed 
overwhelmingly at this year’s Town Meeting, 
actually building the schools is contingent 
upon voters approving the debt exclusion 
method of funding. 

A yes vote is required for the schools to be 
built. 

A yes vote will eliminate the overcrowding 
in all our elementary and middle schools, and 
provide adequate space for educational pro- 
gramming for the next 10 years. 

A yes vote means an average annual tax 
increase of approximately $12 in 2001, rising 
to a peak of approximately $165 in 2005 and 
then declining gradually for the life of the 
bond (probably 20 years). 

A no vote means the schools will not be 
built. 

A no vote will result in escalating over- 


crowding and restrictions on educational pro- 


gramming. 


Question 3, sidewalks. The recent Town 
Meeting approved these sidewalks as a safe | 


means for children to walk to school, but 
actually building them is contingent upon 
passage of the debt-exclusion method of fund- 
ing, just like with Question 2. 

A yes vote is required to build the side- 
walks to the new schools. 

A yes vote means an average annual tax 
increase of approximately $11 in 2003 and 
then declining gradually for the life of the 
bond (probably 5 years). 

A no vote means these sidewalks will not 
be built. 

A no vote means the children’s safety 
issues will have to be addressed in some 
other way. 

The Town Manager supports a yes vote on 
all three questions, as does the Board of 
Selectmen. The Finance Committee has not 
taken a position on Question 1, but has rec- 
ommended approval of the new schools and 
school area sidewalks at Town Meeting.

share the burden, at a time when 
the school department may be try- 
ing to staff two new schools. 

“There would probably be some 
massive battles at Town Meeting,” 
says Brian Major, selectmen chair- 
‘man. 

But there is some difference of 
opinion over how painful the cuts 
will have to be. 

“Td say it’s a significant impact 
(if Question 1 fails),” says Stapezyn- 
ski, “particularly when it’s spread 
over a number of years, and we 
have rising labor costs, and the 
costs of goods and services going 
up. We know there’s going to have 
to be belt-tightening in the years 
ahead, and this means (cuts) in 


even the modest growth we 
nlanned.” 
However, FinCom Chairman 


Don Schroeder says that because 
the real effects won't be felt until 
FY '02, it’s difficult to project what 
kind of cuts will be needed. The 
town’s tax base has been growing 
in recent years, and if that were to 
accelerate, or stop, it could signifi- 
cantly skew any projections, he 
says. 

Though Schroeder can't say 
what the exact effects of defeating 
Question 1 will be, he acknowl- 
edges there will definitely be “some 
cutback of some level.” 

After all, the Finance Commit- 
tee told Town Meeting that if 
Andover continues its current 
spending, it will face a $1 million 
shortfall by 2003. 

“You would probably have some 
‘service cut or you couldn't expand 
some service,” says Schroeder. 
“Either you wouldn't be able to 
operate some facility, or staff some 
position.”

But compared to the town man- 
ager’s remarks, and assuming the 
town would need an approximately 
1 percent annual budget cut, 
Schroeder seems to downplay the 
effects. “You wouldn't see services 
drastically cut with a one percent 
cut. But the definition of ‘drastical- 
ly’ (is subjective),” he says. 

The Finance Committee has not 
taken a position on Question 1, 
because of time constraints around 
preparing for Town Meeting, he 
says. Schroeder says he individual- 
ly cannot take a position either. 

“T really can’t,” he says. “We did- 
n't take a position because we did- 
n't have all the information. We 
recommended approval of the pub- 
lic safety center at Town Meeting 
(1999), but that didn’t specify a 
funding mechanism.” 

Selectman Lori Becker has sug- 
gested a possible fall-back plan if 
the town finds itself in a monetary 
jam. 

“If Question 1 doesn't pass, we 
could at some point try to override 
the operating budgets when they’re 
at their crunch time,” she says. 

There will be three questions on 
the May 23 ballot. One will decide 
how to fund the safety center, Ques- 
tion 2 will decide if the town will 
build two new schools, and Ques- 
tion 3 will decide if the town will 
build sidewalks to those schools.
